DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  665. 
RESOLUTION  POR  THE  APPROPRIATION  OP  PROPERTY. 


RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 

Port  Wayne,  Indiana: 

That  it  is  deemed  desirable  and  necessary  to  acquire 
the  use  and  the  fee  simple  title  of  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  forming 
a pool  or  storage  reservoir  for  storing  water  for  reserve  purposes  to 
supply  the  City  of  Port  Wayne  with  water  for  domestic  and  commercial 
purposes,  by  condemning  and  appropriating  lands  for  the  purpose  of  flood- 
ing the  same  and  using  same  for  water  storage  and  protecting  the  pool  so 
formed  for  a reserve  water  supply  for  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  which  real 
estate  is  specifically  described  as  follows: 

A part  of  Richardsville  Reserve  in  the  North  Half  of  Section 

19  and  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  Section  18,  Township  51  North,  Range  13 

East,  described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a point  twelve  (12)  feet  east 

of  and  right  angles  to  the  center  line  of  the  east  track  of  the  Indiana 

Service  Corporation r s Robison  Park  Line,  eight  hundred  forty-two  (842) 

feet  southwardly  measured  along  the  center  line  of  the  east  track  from  its

intersection  with  the  North  line  of  said  Section  19;  thence  northeaster-

a point  in  the  north  line  of  Section  19,  Township  51  North,  Range  13 
East,  five  hundred  eighty  (580)  feet  east  of  the  west  line  of  the  Indiana 
Service  Corporation  property;  thence  northerly  continuing  on  the  same 
line  two  hundred  sixty- five  (265)  feet;  thence  at  an  angle  to  the  right 
of  nine  (9)  degrees  and  fortjr-five  (45)  minutes,  three  hundred  thirty 
(330)  feet  to  a point  in  the  center  line  of  the  Paper  Mill  Bridge  pro- 
duced west  twenty-five  (25)  feet  west  of  the  face  of  the  west  abutment; 


thence  at  an  angle  to  the  left  of  ten  (10)  degree::,  three  bon  cl  rod  ' ,-t y 
(330)  feet  to  the  east  line  of  the  Indiana  Service  Corporation  property; 
thence  northerly  along  said  east  line  to  a point  in  the  north  li  ie  pro- 
duced east  to  a piece  of  land  owned  by  L.  Rosselot;  thence  east  along 
said  north  line  produced  to  the  thread  of  the  St. Joseph  liver;  thence 
southwesterly  following  the  thread  of  the  St. Joseph  River  to  a point  'I 

at  right  angles  to  the  Indiana  Service  Corporation's  right  of  " :y  oppo- 
site the  place  of  beginning;  thence  northerly  to  the  place  of  beginni  ;. 
Containing  six  (6)  acres  of  land,  more  or  less. 

That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port 
Wayne  desires  and  deems  it  necessary  for  the  City  of  Port  Wayne  that 
the  use  and  fee  simple  title  of  said  real  estate  herein  above  described 
be  condemned  and  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  flooding  the  same,  form- 
ing a storage  reservoir,  creating  a pool,  causing  the  erection  of  a dam 
to  be  used  for  the  water  supply  of  the  City  of  Port  Jayne  for  domestic  and 
commercial  purposes,  and  protecting  the  water  so  stored  from  polution  by 
providing  for  a margin  of  land  along  such  pool  so  formed. 

That  the  City  of  Port  V/ayne  will  be  benefited  by  acquiring 
the  use  and  fee  simple  title  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  said  real  estate 
and  ground  herein  described,  and  which  ground  is  hereby  proposed  to  be 
condemned  and  appropriated.  That  no  other  property  is  injuriously;  effect- 
ed excepting  the  property  herein  to  be  condemned  and  appropriated  and.  that 
the  City  of  Port  Wayne  is  or  will  be  benefited  to  the  full  extent  of  any 
damage  caused  by  the  appropriation  and  condemnation.
